The JOCBNAL vhaa reliable informa- 


tion that the saw mill .'owners near 
Sierra Valley are desirous of shipping 
their lumber to Beno where'they claim 
ia a good and steady market for the 
output of their mills, because of the 
local demand for lumber and the fa- 
oilltlea for shipments eaat and weet on 
the Central Paolfld road. The lumber 
in that section is first class and su- 
perior to any on tUe coaat for many 
purposes and the mill men would ex- 
perience no difficulty lu selling and 
shipping more than their milla can pro- 
dnse. It ia their purpose to establish 
at Beno a' box' factory'of a capacity 
that will require a working force of at 
least forty men. 
In the factory 


rough lumber will be out into box ma- 
terial which is in great demand, but 
situated as they are at present, they 
are practically precluded from puran 
Ing this bruuch of industry ucrl much 
of their rough lumber in conaequen.ee 
goes to waste, which materially de 
greases the proflls of their business 


Horlou Bros, operate a mill acme 


miles northeasterly from 
Beckwitb 


where they turn out-box material in 
limited quantities, but on account of 
the unfavorable location they cannot 
take orders that demand immediate 
sbipment, as It requires a week before 
they cau land the material in Beno. 
This firm would like to remove their 
box factory to Beno whore they are con- 
fident a fiue and profitable business oan 
be established, providing transporta- 
tion for lumber from their saw mill can 
be securer!. The present facilities fur, 
shipping me such as to precludo the 
establishment of a box factory there, 
for the reason that all lumber sent 
from the Sierra Valley miila bna to be 
reahipped ht Plumaa Junction which 
naoeaaitatea delay and additional ex- 
pence in handling the material. 


Those who have examined the trans 


portation conditions and have figured 
upon them, are confident that the? 
can be overcome by placing upon the 
road, between Piumas Junction, where 
the Sierra Valley Bailroad connects 
with the N.-C.'O., and Reno, a traction 
engine which will answer all of the 
purposes required by the mills for the 
transportation of all of the lumber 
mado on the line of the first named 
road. Ten thousand dollars, is the 
estimate of competent persons, aa the
